vorable conditions as good a stand 
of oats can be obtained, the special­ 
ists of the Department have found, 
by drilling 2i bushels per acre as by 
sowing 3 bushels broadcast, with re­ 
sultant increase of yield per acre as 
well as increase of acreage planted. 
Where spring wheat is planted, and 
to some extent barley and the grain 
sorghams, varieties should be sown 
that do not shatter, especially in the 
drier districts. 
No grain should be 
allowed to become dead ripe before 
cutting, because of the tendency to 
shatter when in that condition.

Department today. 
Soon

these 
wastes, supplied by the Reclamation 
Service from the fund obtained by 
sale of public 
lands 
in 
semi-arid 
sections. 
Since the service was established 
1,500,00 acres of land have been re­ 
claimed and 1,000,00 of those acres 
are producing crops that will 
help 
bring down the high cost of living 
Homes have 
been 
established 
on 
these lands by 30,000 families, and 
even thriving cities 
and 
railroad 
centers have sprung up where bar­ 
ren wastes existed. 
Projects now under way or com­ 
pleted 
embrace 
approximately 
3,000,000 
acres if irregable land, 
divided into 00,000 farms. 
The net 
investment thus far is about $100.- 
000,000. 
In some eases 
the 
Reclamation 
even controls its own reservoirs and 
coal mines for the people who have 
moved to the opened territory. This

The 
prime factor in economy in foods is 
the choice of protein foods that are 
at the same time cheap and palata­ 
ble. 
A cheap food, rich in protein and 
fats is the ordinary field soy bean, 
often sold under the name 
“Togo 
bean.”

over 5 minces of protein, while av­ 
erage beef at 20 cents a pound will 
supply little over 1 ounce of protein 
for the same money. 
Excellent soups can be made from

boiled. 
Save also vegetable tops, skim milk,
